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RECORD  WORLD  TEA  CROP 
EXPECTED  IN  1964 

Summary 


World  tea  production  in  1964  is  forecast  at  2,326  million  pounds,  2 percent 
above  the  record  1963  outturn.  The  Asian  harvest  is  estimated  at  2,154 
million  pounds,  38  million  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  African  crop 
is  placed  at  13O.5  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  5 percent.  South  American 
production  - estimated  at  41.3  million  - is  also  continuing  upward  this 
year. 

World  exports  of  tea  during  1963  exceeded  the  previous  year's  record  level 
of  1,250  million  pounds.  India  and  Ceylon  supplied  three- fourths  of  the 
tea  entering  into  world  trade.  The  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States 
together  accounted  for  over  one-half  of  the  world  Imports.  Tea  imports 
into  the  United  States  during  1963  - 126  million  pounds  - fell  nearly  4 
million  from  the  previous  year,  while  purchases  by  the  United  Kingdom, 
of  563  million  pounds,  were  nearly  6 million  above  the  1962  level. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  tea  remains  highest  in  the  United  Kingdom,  at 
nearly  10  pounds,  compared  with  the  United  States  level  of  less  than  1 
pound.  The  suspension  of  tea  import  duties  in  EEC  countries  (Common 
Market),  is  hoped  to  stimulate  increased  consumption  in  the  Six  - now 
less  than  0.3  pounds  per  person.

Asia : Asian  producers  account  for  over  90  percent  of  the  world's  tea  crop. 

Increases  are  indicated  in  most  countries  of  this  region. 

Production  in  Ceylon  is  expected  to  exceed  the  record  1963  outturn  of  485- 
I90  million  pounds.  Output  has  "been  advancing  rapidly  as  a result  of  in- 
creased acreage  and  also  through  the  replanting  of  existing  tea  areas  with 
higher  yielding  varieties.  The  area  under  tea  last  year  was  estimated  at 
over  591,000  acres.  The  breakdown  of  1961  tea  acreage  ownership  was  as 
follows :

Tea  is  the  most  important  money- earner  in  the  economy  of  Ceylon,  usually 
accounting  for  two-thirds  of  the  foreign  exchange  earnings.  Exports  during 
1963  set  a new  record  - 456  million  pounds  - but  are  being  confronted  with 
increasing  competition  from  Indian  teas.  The  United  Kingdom  accounted  for 
38  percent  of  Ceylon's  exports;  most  of  the  remainder  was  bought  by  Iraq, 
the  United  States,  Australia,  South  Africa,  Canada,  and  New  Zealand. 

Mainland  China's  crop  is  placed  at  3^0  million  pounds,  the  same  as  the 
19^3  outturn  which  was  reduced  by  unfavorable  weather  conditions. 

Production  in  India  - the  world's  largest  producer  - is  estimated  at  770 
million  pounds,  up  slightly  over  last  year's  crop  of  J60  million.  Although 
the  1963  outturn  equalled  the  previous  harvest,  production  fell  far  short 
of  the  planned  goal.  North  India's  crop  (mostly  the  Assam  Valley  Region) 
showed  a shortfall  of  13  million  pounds,  but  was  offset  by  a larger  South 
Indian  outturn.  It  now  appears  that  the  target  of  $00  million  pounds  by 
1965-66  will  not  be  achieved. 

India's  1963  tea  exports  - 493  million  pounds  - were  1 percent  larger  than 
in  the  previous  year.  Larger  purchases  were  made  by  the  United  Kingdom, 
which  took  60  percent  of  the  shipments.  Exports  to  the  USSR  - 38  million 
pounds  - were  also  up  sharply,  compared  with  27  million  in  1962.  Purchases 
by  the  United  States  were  slightly  smaller. 

Indonesian  production  is  estimated  at  88  million  pounds,  4 million  above 
the  1963  outturn.  Although  output  will  be  higher,  production  will  still 
be  well  below  the  1955-59  average  of  100  million  pounds.  The  1963  crop 
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was  reduced  because  of  dry  weather  and  of  the  fall  of  volcanic  dust  on  the 
plantations  in  eastern  Java.  The  recent  nationalization  of  more  foreign- 
owned  tea  estates  is  expected  to  affect  adversely  both  production  levels 
and  quality.  Exports  during  1963  approximated  the  previous  year's  level. 

The  United  Kingdom  and  other  Commonwealth  nations  accounted  for  over  one- 
half  of  the  shipments  and  most  of  the  remainder  was  exported  to  Belgium, 

West  Germany,  and  the  United  States. 

Production  in  Iran  has  been  increasing  rapidly.  Output  this  season  is 
expected  to  reach  30  million  pounds,  5 percent  above  1963  levels.  Despite 
the  larger  crops,  significant  imports  are  still  necessary  to  meet  domestic 
requirements.  The  Iran  Tea  Organization  has  been  providing  financial 
and  technical  assistance  to  growers  by  purchasing  tea  at  fixed  prices, 
supplying  fertilizer  and  distributing  improved  tea  clones  at  half- cost,  and 
providing  credit  to  farmers.  On  February  15,  1964,  a "Tea  Council"  was 
organized  in  Lahijan  to  coordinate  the  interests  and  demands  of  producers 
and  importers.  Items  under  immediate  consideration  are  a 100  percent 
mixing  of  imported  tea  with  local  tea;  blending  of  tea  with  modern 
equipment  only;  abolition  of  border  regulations  on  imports  of  tea;  and 
application  of  uniform  rates  for  drying  of  first  - and  second  - quality 
tea  leaves. 

Output  in  Japan  is  expected  to  continue  the  upward  trend  in  1964.  Pro- 
duction in  1963  amounted  to  178.8  million  pounds,  5 percent  above  the 
small  1962  crop  which  was  reduced  by  dry  weather.  Domestic  consumption 
in  1963  was  estimated  at  174  million  pounds,  up  sharply  from  previous 
years  because  of  a drop  in  barley  tea  usage.  Tea  exports  in  1963  - 
8.1  million  pounds  - were  less  than  half  of  the  previous  year’s  total 
because  of  increased  domestic  demand.  Algeria  was  the  largest  recipient 
of  Japan's  1963  exports  - taking  37  percent  of  the  total  - followed  by 
the  United  States  with  25  percent. 

Pakistan's  crop  will  approximate  the  1963  outturn  of  55  million  pounds. 
Because  of  increased  home  demand,  tea  exports  will  not  be  permitted  in 
1964.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  increase  yields  and  expand  acreage,  but 
poor  weather,  lack  of  effective  pest  control  and  skilled  labor  has 
limited  output.  Hie  Government  has  introduced  compulsory  measures  to 
improve  and  expand  tea  cultivation  and  is  giving  financial  and  other 
forms  of  assistance  to  growers  to  enlarge  existing  gardens  and  to  open 
new  areas  to  tea. 

Turkey ' s crop  is  expected  to  reach  a record  25  million  pounds,  more  than 
4 times”" the  1955-59  average.  He  1963  outturn  of  22  million  pounds  was 
adequate  to  fulfill  heme  consumption  requirements,  allowing  a small  surplus 
for  export.  Tea  acreage  has  expanded  from  6,000  acres  in  1946  to  42,000 
acres  in  1963  and  by  1966,  50,000  acres  are  planned  to  be  under  cultivation. 
Here  were  20  tea  factories  in  operation  during  1962  and  the  building  of 
an  additional  10  is  planned. 
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USSR  production  is  expected  to  reach  100  million  pounds,  6 percent  above 
the  1963  outturn.  Over  95  percent  of  the  crop  is  produced  in  the  sub- 
tropical Georgian  region  where  climatic  conditions  are  similar  to  the 
northern  tea  areas  of  Mainland  China  and  Japan.  Despite  the  much  pub- 
licized mechanized  harvesting  or  tea,  two-thirds  of  the  1963  crop  was 
hand- plucked. 

Africa : African  production  is  estimated  at  13O.5  million  pounds,  5 percent 

above  the  1963  harvest.  Kenya,  Nyasaland,  and  Mozambique  are  the 
major  producers  of  this  region. 

The  upward  trend  in  Kenya 1 s production  is  expected  to  continue  in  1964. 
Additional  area  planted  in  tea  during  1963  was  4,131  acres,  bringing  total 
acreage  to  53,000  acres.  With  a target  of  80,000  acres  planned,  output 
should  continue  to  rise  in  future  years.  The  Government  has  recently 
negotiated  a $9-8  million  loan  from  the  World  Bank  and  from  the  Commonwealth 
Corporation  for  tea  extension  schemes.  Tea  exports  during  1963  totaled 
33  million  pounds,  3 million  above  the  previous  year.  Nearly  20  million 
pounds  were  destined  for  the  United  Kingdom  with  most  of  the  remainder 
going  to  the  United  States  (4.4  million  pounds),  Canada  (2.2  million), 

Sudan  (1.9  million),  and  the  Netherlands  (l.6  million). 

Uganda  * s crop  is  placed  at  14  million  pounds,  slightly  above  the  1963  out- 
turn. About  19,000  acres  were  in  tea  during  1963*  and  additional  expansion 
is  planned. 

Output  in  Tanganyika  is  estimated  at  12.5  million  pounds,  compared  with 
the  1963  harvest  of  11.1  million.  Tea  acreage  last  year  was  over  20,000 
acres,  one-half  of  which  is  under  10  years  of  age.  Exports  last  year 
amounted  to  8.8  million  pounds,  over  three-fourths  going  to  the  United 
Kingdom.  Most  of  the  balance  was  bought  by  the  United  States,  Canada, 
and  the  Netherlands.

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A slight  increase  is  expected  in  Nyas aland,  but  production  will  probably 
be  below  the  large  1961  and  1962  harvests.  Southern  Rhodesia's  crop  is 
placed  at  3 million  pounds,  the  same  as  last  year.  Exports  from  Nyasaland 
and  Rhodesia  during  1963  - 25  million  pounds  - were  3 million  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Most  of  the  shipments  went  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

South  America : South  American  production  continues  to  increase.  Tea  is 

grown  commercially  only  in  Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Peru. 
Output  has  expanded  to  more  than  4 times  the  1955-59  average. 

Argentina's  1964  crop  is  estimated  at  a record  27  million  pounds,  more  than 
double  the  i960  outturn.  Exports  in  1963  totaled  17*5  million  pounds,  up 
24  percent  over  the  previous  year.  Tea  has  recently  been  added  to  the 
list  of  commodities  of  which  imports  into  Argentina  are  prohibited. 

Brazil's  crop  is  forecast  at  11  million  pounds  and  a moderate  increase  is 
expected  in  Peru's  outturn. 

Imports 

United  States  imports  of  tea  during  1963  were  down  slightly  from  the 
previous  year  because  of  smaller  purchases  from  India,  Japan,  Indonesia, 
South  American  and  European  suppliers.  However,  increased  buying  from 
Ceylon,  East  Africa,  Taiwan,  and  Canada  narrowed  the  deficit  to  3*6  mil- 
lion pounds.  Ceylon  teas  remained  the  most  in  demand,  comprising  42 
percent  of  the  imports.  Purchases  from  Indonesia  continued  to  decline, 
mainly  because  of  poor  quality.  India  remained  the  second  largest  sup- 
plier, accounting  for  one- fifth  of  U.  S.  imports. 

Imports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1964  totaled  33*8  million  pounds, 
compared  with  3^*2  million  for  the  similar  period  in  1963*  Purchases 
from  Ceylon  continued  to  increase,  while  imports  from  Indonesia  and 
India  were  smaller. 

Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  the  world's  largest  tea  consumer,  amount- 
ed to  563  million  pounds,  compared  with  557  million  in  1962.  January- 
March,  1964,  imports  - 140  million  pounds  - were  24  million  below  the  same 
period  a year  earlier.  Over  90  percent  of  the  imports  originate  from 
Commonwealth  producing  areas.
